(a2) Any portion of a pension which has been commuted shall not be regarded 
as part of the pension for the purposes of this Schedule, except that where the com- 
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mutation was effected after 31st December, 1943, the commuted portion may wholly 
or partially ‘be so regarded. 


(b) The income of a married pensioner shall be deemed to include the income of 
the husband or wife of the pensioner, but the income of a pensioner shall not be 
otherwise deemed to include the income of any other person. 


(c) A pensioner shall be regarded as unmarried unless the husband or wife 
of the pensioner is alive, but where a husband and wife are living apart, they may. . 
be treated as unmarried persons. 


(d) To be regarded as dependent on the pensioner for the purpose of this 
schedule a person must be in fact wholly or maimly supported by the pensioner, - 
must not have an income from other sources (apart from income from any scholar- 
ship or educational endowment), in excess of £52 a year, and must be either 


(i) the parent, brother, sister, child, uncle or aunt of the pensioner, or of the 
pensioner’s husband or wife, or deceased husband or: wife or the child 
of any such relative (“ child’ including legitimate and illegitimate 
children, step-children, and statutorily adopted children), or the pen- 
sioner’s step-father or step-mother, or 


(i) under 16 years of age, or receiving full-time instruction at an educational 
establishment, or undergoing full-time traming for a trade, profession, 
or vocation. 


(ec) Where in addition to the increasable pension, @ pensioner is in receipt of other 
pension or pensions of the following types :— 


(1) @ pension to which this Schedule applies : 


(u) @ pension arising from service in the Forces (but excluding any pension or | 
any part of a pension granted in respect of disablement, or death attribut- 
able to, or aggravated by such service) ; 


(il) a pension coming within the first Schedule to the Pensions (Increase) Act, 
1944 (but excluding any portion of such pension representing an addition. 
consequent on the receipt of war bonus during the present war), 


all such pensions shall be aggregated for the purpose of determining the percentage 
increase permissible on the pension or pensions to which this Schedule applies. 


(f) Where a husband and wife are both in receipt of pensions to which this 
Schedule applies, both pensions may be increased individually, but so that the 
appropriate joint income limit is not exceeded, and where the increase admissible 
thus falls to be restricted, the increase shall be apportioned proportionately between 
the pensions. 


(9) Where a widow in receipt of a pension on account.of.widowhood has depen-.~. 
dent on her a child or children under 16 years of age receiving pension or com- 
passionate allowance in respect of her husband’s services, the widow’s pension 
and children’s awards shall be aggregated for the purpose of determining the 
percentage increase applicable to them. | 


“SCHEDULE Ii, 


“1, This Schedule relates to Officers’ service retired pay, or.the service portion 
of disability retired pay, awarded or assessed under the provisions of Orders in 
Council of the 22nd January, 1920, and 11th October, 1923, 4th May, 1935, and in 
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subsequent Orders in Council, authorising scales of service retired pay or service 
portions of disability retired pay based upon the consolidated rates of retired pay 
authorised by Order in Council of the 4th May, 1935 ; but shall not apply to retired 
pay granted to certain Officers retired under the Special Retirement Schemes sanc- 
tioned by Orders in Council of the 14th July, 1922, and 16th January, 1924, whose 
retired pay was specifically exempted from subsequent periodical review. 


“It also relates to pensions payable under Order in Council of the 27th October, 
1936, and previous Orders relating to Riggers and Yardcraft personnel and to 
pensions payable under Order i Council of the 27th October, 1936, and previous 
Orders relating to certain Shipwrights, except that it does not relate to any such 
pensions payable by reason of death or retirement before the 21st February, 1922, 
nor Retired Pay awarded or assessed at men’s pension rates. 


“ 2. Such awards may be increased as follows :— 
(i) If the award does not exceed £400 a year, by 10 per cent. ; 


(11) If the award exceeds £400 a year, but does not exceed £600 a year, by 
74 per cent. ; 


(ui) If the award exceeds £600 a year, but does not exceed £645 a year, to the 
latter figure. 


“This increase shall be given without regard to the income or other circum- 
stances of the pensioner, but where an increase of the award is admissible under 
the provisions of the First Schedule, the amount of the latter increase shall be 
limited to the excess, if any, over the increase authorised by this paragraph. 


“3. In computing the increases permissible under paragraph 2, any sum com- 
muted from the original retired pay shall be added to the existing rate, and eligibility 
for increase shall be determined by, and the rate of increase assessed on, the total 
so obtained. 


“SCHEDULE III. 
Special Provisions. 

“1, Additional retired pay granted to retired Officers m respect of service in 
certain salaried appomtments made under the provisions of Orders in Council of 
the 13th December, 1921, 26th May, 1925, and 23rd July, 1931, and subsequent 
amending Orders in Council, may be increased to the extent to which corresponding 
award under the Superannuation Acts, 1834 to 1943, could be imcreased under 
the provision of the Pensions (Increase) Act, 1944. 


“2. The retired pay of an Officer who, under regulations in force prior to Order 
in Council of the 22nd January, 1920, was granted a higher rate of retired pay 
than that for which he would have been eligible under the provisions of that Order, 
shall not be increased under the provisions of Schedule II to an amount greater 
than that for which he would have been eligible had he been granted the appropriate 
rate under the provisions of the said Order in Council. 


‘3. The income limits imposed by Orders in Council of the 27th March, 1923, 
and the lst February, 1926, in connection with the re-assessment of certain awards 
shall be withdrawn and the income limits set out in paragraph 2 of the First Schedule 
above shall be substituted. 


“* General Provisions. 

“1, Where the amount to which a pension may be ere is less than the 
amount to which the pension might have been increased had it been smaller, the 
pension may be increased to the latter amount. 
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“2. In calculating, for the purposes of Orders in Council of the 13th August, 
1920, or the 8th December, 1924, the means of any pensioner or the amount of 
any pension, any increase for which provision is made by this Order in Couneil 
shall be disregarded, and where the amount of any pension has been increased under 
the aforesaid Orders of the 13th August, 1920, or the 8th December, 1924, or by 
any other corresponding enactment, the increase for which provision is made by 
this Order in Council shall be calculated upon the amount of the pension as so 
increased. 


“3. Where a pension has been increased by virtue of any addition since the 
3rd September, 1939, to the emoluments of any office or employment in respect of 
which, or on retirement from which, the pension is payable, and the said addition 
was an addition by way of war bonus or other similar allowance, the increase 
authorised under the First and Second Schedules shall be calculated as if the 
pension had not been increased by reason of the said addition, and 


(a) if the amount of the increase authorised under these Schedules, when so 
calculated as aforesaid, is equal to less than the amount by which the 
pension has been increased by reason of the said addition, the pension 
shall not be increased under these Schedules ; and 


(6) in any other case, the amount of the increase authorised by these Schedules, 
after bemg so calculated as aforesaid, shall be reduced by the amount 
by which the pension has been increased by reason of the said addition. 


“4. Where part of a pension has been surrendered by a pensioner for the 
purpose of enabling a grant to be made of a pension to the wife or husband of the 
pensioner under any arrangement whereby a pension is payable to the wife or 
husband of the pensioner during the pensioner’s lifetime, then for the purpose of 
determining the percentage by reference to which the authorised increase of each of 
these pensions is to be calculated under the First and Second Schedules, each of 
the pensions shall be deemed to be of an amount equal to the aggregate of the two 


pensions. 


“5, An increase in an award under the provisions of this Order in Council 
shall not be taken into account in determining the amount of, or the eligibility for, 
a Greenwich Hospital Special pension under Section 5 of the Greenwich Hospital 
Act, 1869, as amended by Section 4 of the Greenwich Hospital Act, 1898. 


“6. The Admiralty may prescribe the manner in which the means of a pensioner 
are to be calculated for the purpose of this Order in Council, and may require from 
time to time of all pensioners who claim, or may be im receipt of, an increase of 
pension under the First Schedule a declaration in such form as may be prescribed 
Tegarding their means of livelihood and condition as regards dependants. 


_““T, An increase of pension granted under the First Schedule may be reviewed 
with & view to increase, reduction or cessation, whenever a change in the circum- 
stances and means of livelihood of the pensioner renders such review necessary. 


“8. Any general conditions attaching to the grant or continuance of retired 
pay or pension under Naval Regulations shall also apply to the grant or continuance 
of any increase to such retired pay or pension awarded under the provisions of this 
Order in Council. 


“9, The provisions of this Order in Council shall have effect from the Ist 
January, 1944, and shall continue in force until the 31st December, 1945, inclusive.”

ORDER IN COUNCIE PROVIDING FOR INCREASE OF NAVAL PENSIONS AND OTHER 
AWARDS. 


At the Court at Buckingham Palace, the 24th day of January, 1945. 
PRESENT, 
The King’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 


Whereas by Section 3 of the Naval and Marine Pay and Pensions Act, 
1865(a), it is enacted that all pay, wages, pensions, bounty money, grants or 
other allowances in the nature thereof payable in respect of services in His 
Majesty’s naval or marine force to a person being or having been an officer, - 
seaman or marine, or to the widow or any relative of a deceased officer, 
seaman or marine, shall be paid in such manner, and subject to such 
restrictians, conditions and provisions, as are from time to time directed by 
Order in Council: | 


And whereas by Order in Council dated the 28th September, 1944(b), 
provision was made for the increase of certain naval pensions and other awards 
to correspond, as nearly as may be, with the benefits provided by the Pensions 
(Increase) Act 1944(¢): 


And whereas the said Order in Council, in its application to awards under 
Orders in Council administered by the Minister of Pensions, requires adapta- 
tion in certain respects: 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, in exercise of the powers conferred upon 
Him as aforesaid and of all other powers whatsoever Him thereunto enabling, 
is pleased, by and with the advice of His Privy Council, to order, and it is 
hereby ordered, as follows:—_ 


1. The said Order in Council, in its application to awards under any Order 
in Council administered by the Minister of Pensions, shall have effect as if— 


(a) in Article 1 (c) of the First Schedule the reference to men’s service 
pensions included a reference to additions in respect of service awarded 
under the second paragraph of Article 1 (4) of the Order in Council 
of the 11th June, 1920(d), and a reference to men’s service allowances 
awarded under the Order in Council of the 8th December, 1924(e), or 
12th October 1925(f), or under either of the Orders in Council of the 
28th June, 1926(8) (h), or under any Order in Council amending any 
of the said Orders in Council;

2. The rate of gratuity will be determined by the rank held by the Officer. 
The rank employed for the purpose of calculation of gratuity will be whichever 
of the two following alternatives, (a) or (6), is to the advantage of the officer :— 


(a) the paid substantive or war substantive rank (or acting rank in the case 
of officers granted acting rank on a quasi-permanent basis) held on the 
last day of the officer’s service which is reckonable for War Gratuity.

“7, Constant Attendance Allowances. 


(i) As from the 18th August, 1943, for pensioners paid weekly and from the 16th August,

(c) in the opinion of the Admiralty the type of education which the child is receiving 
or is to receive, is suitable for the child, and he or she would have been likely, having 
regard to his or her ability, and the circumstances of the family, to receive an educa- 
tion of the same type if the rating had not been disabled. 


(ii) The amount of such an allowance shall not exceed £50 in respect of any period of 
twelve months. 


(iii) As from 2nd August, 1944, such allowances may be paid if the child has attained 
the age of 5 years, and the maximum allowance in respect of any period of twelve months 
shall be increased to £80.

Provided that immediately preceding the date of retirement the officer has 
served for three complete years in the rank from which he retires. If he has not 
so served the amount of the retiring allowance shall be calculated as follows :— 


To the retiring allowance appropriate to his previous rank and his total 
reckonable service, there shall be added in respect of each completed reckonable 
year of service in his retiring rank during the last three years of service one- 
third of the difference between the former allowance and the allowance appto- 
priate to his retiring rank and his total reckonable service.

Service before the 1st January 1938, and has attained the age of 40 at the date of

Such gratuity shall not exceed, for each completed year of reckonable service, one- 
twelfth of the annual average of his emoluments, calculated over the last three 
years of reckonable service prior to the date of retirement, or if he has not completed 
three years of reckonable service then calculated over the actual period of reckon- 
able service. 


“ (6) (i) An officer who has voluntarily left the Royal Fleet Auxiliary Service 
and within twelve months after the date of such leaving has entered other Merchant 
Navy Service in respect of which contributions have been paid to the Merchant 
Navy Officers’ Pension Fund or to any private scheme recognised by the rules of 
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the said Fund, shall subject to the provisions of Clause (7) respecting continuity 
of service, be eligible upon retirement from the Merchant Navy for a retiring 
allowance calculated upon the number of completed years served by him in the 
Royal Fleet Auxiliary service on the scale shewn in Clause (2) appropriate to his 
rank and service in the Royal Fleet Auxiliary service at the date of his leaving such 
service or if his service therein amounts to less than ten years upon the following 


scale :— 
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The proviso to sub-clause (a) of Clause (2) and sub-clause (b) thereof shall 
apply to allowances calculated under this scale.

owing to some infirmity of mind or body and that such infirmity is likely to be 
permanent. 


(11) An officer who has not on his retirement from the Merchant Navy completed 
ten years’ qualifying service but otherwise fulfils the conditions contained in sub- 
clause (1) of this clause may on retirement from the Merchant Navy be awarded 
a gratuity. Such gratuity shall not exceed, for each completed year of reckonable 
service, one-twelfth of the annual average of his emoluments, calculated over the 
last three years of reckonable service prior to the date of his leaving the Royal 
Fleet Auxiliary Service, or if he had not completed three years of reckonable 
service then calculated over the actual period of reckonable service. 


(111) In this clause the term “‘ qualifying service ”’ shall include (a) Service reckor- 
able under clauses (7) (8) and (9), (6) Service admissible under clause (10) (1) in 
determining whether an officer has served for the minimum period necessary for 
an allowance or gratuity to be awarded. 


(7) An officer who was serving in any of the ranks specified in Clause (1) 
on the lst January 1938, shall be allowed to reckon his service in full from that 
date and one-half of any time served as an officer prior to that date provided that 
an officer who has served as a Master, Chief Officer, Second Officer, Chief Engineer. 
Second Engineer or Third Engineer prior to 1st January 1938, shall be allowed to 
count his time in full from the lst July 1927, or from such later date as he was 
appointed to one of these ranks. © 
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Provided always that :— 


(i) No service shall be reckoned previous to a break in service of one complete 
year (1.e., a period of one year during which there has been no qualifying 
service whatever). 


(ii) No service shall be reckoned previous to the date since which the breaks 
in service amount to seven years. 


(i111) Subject to the provisions of Clause (6), discharge at an officer’s own request 
or on account of misconduct shall entail the forfeiture of all previous 
service. : 


(iv) In the absence of explanation acceptable to the Admiralty, refusal to 
accept an appointment shall entail the forfeiture of all previous service. 


(v) Service prior to the age of 18 years shall not reckon for the purpose of 
an award under these Regulations. 


“ (8) Subject to the provisos to Clause (7), periods on the Hurt List during 
which Hurt Pay is issued and periods of paid leave and paid sick leave shall be 
regarded as reckonable service, and shall not be deemed breaks in the service. 


“(9) Subject to the provisos to Clause (7), service other than service in the 
Royal Fleet Auxiliaries, may at the discretion of the Admiralty, and with the 
concurrence of the Lords Commissioners of H.M. Treasury, be allowed to reckon 
for the purposes of retiring allowances under these Regulations. 


“ (10) (i) For the purpose of determining whether an officer has served for the 
minmum period prescribed by these Regulations as necessary for any allowance 
or gratuity to be awarded to him, any service subsequent to the 3lst December 
1937, as an officer in the Merchant Navy in respect of which contributions have 
been paid to the Merchant Navy Officers’ Pension Fund or to any private scheme 
recognised by the rules of the said Fund shall, subject to the provisions of Clause 
(7) respecting continuity of service, be deemed to have been service in a Royal 
Fleet Auxiliary. 


Provided that this sub-clause shall not apply to any service in respect of which 
contributions have been paid as aforesaid if those contributions have been returned 
to the officer. 


(11) When any such allowance or gratuity falls to be calculated upon the number 
of completed years served by an officer, the amount of such allowance or gratuity 
shall be calculated only upon the number of completed years served by him in a 
Royal Fleet Auxiliary. 


(11) No service, other than such as may be admitted under Clauses (7) (8) 
and (9) shall be allowed to reckon. 


(12) Except as provided in Clauses (8) (9) and (10), periods during which an 
officer is not under Board of Trade agreement shall be regarded as breaks in service, 
and shall not be regarded as reckonable service. 


“*(13) In the event of an officer retired before attainment of the age of sixty 
years being called upon to re-enter the Royal Fleet Auxiliary Service, and refusing 
to re-enter without furnishing an explanation acceptable to the Admiralty, he shall 
be liable to forfeit his right to any retiring allowance in respect of his previous 
service. If having re-entered he neglects to execute his duties satisfactorily or 
is discharged for misconduct, his right to any retiring allowance or gratuity in 
respect of his previous service and/or his service after re-entry may at the dis- 
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cretion of the Admiralty be reduced, suspended or forfeited. Subject to the 
foregoing conditions, payment of the retiring allowance shall be suspended during 
such further service but the service may be reckoned for increase of retiring allow- 
ance on final retirement. 


“*(14) In the event of an officer in receipt of a retiring allowance being employed 
in any office of profit under the Crown (including Royal Fleet Auxiliary Service) 
otherwise than as provided for in Clause (13) his retiring allowance may be reduced 
or suspended during such employment but no more of his retiring allowance will 
be paid than will bring the total of his emoluments in his new office and retiring 
allowance up to the emoluments of which he was in receipt at the date of retirement 
from the office for which he was awarded the retiring allowance. Where an officer 
has been permitted to surrender part of his retiring allowance under Clause (18), 
the emoluments of the office from which he retired shall be treated as reduced by 
the amount of retiring allowance surrendered by him. 


(15) Subject to the provisions of Clause (17), in the event of an officer with 
five years or more reckonable service dying while still employed in the Royal Fleet 
Auxiliary Service, or in any service reckonable under Clauses (8) and (9), his legal 
persotial representatives may be awarded a gratuity, not exceeding the amount of 
the annual average of the emoluments of the deceased during the last three years 
of reckonable service. Provided that in the case of an officer who has served as 
a Master, Chief Officer, Second Officer, Chief Engineer, Second Engineer or Third 
Engineer prior to the 27th June 1935, the gratuity shall be a sum not exceeding 
the amount of one year’s emoluments of the deceased calculated at the rate applicable 
to his last day of service in his rank provided that immediately preceding his 
death the deceased had served for three complete years of reckonable service in 
that rank without change in classification for pay. | 


(16) If, within one year after service-in a Royal Fleet Auxiliary, an officer 
who has not entered other Merchant Navy service and is not at the time in other 
employment, becomes permanently incapacitated he shall be eligible for the award 
of a retiring allowance or a gratuity as appropriate according to his reckonable 
service, or, in the event of his death, his legal personal representatives shall be 
eligible for a gratuity under Clause (15). 


‘*(17) In the event of the death of an officer who has been granted a retiring 
allowance, if the sums actually paid or payable to him up to the time of his death 
on account of such allowance are less than the amount of the gratuity that would 
have been payable under Clause (15) had he died on the date of retirement, his 
legal personal representatives may be awarded a gratuity equal to the deficiency. 


Provided that :— 


(1) Where an officer who has been granted a retiring allowance and is re- 
employed in service reckonable for increase of retiring allowance dies 
during or after such re-employment, the deficiency shall be calculated 
by deducting the amount of retiring allowance paid or payable up to 
the time of his death from a gratuity calculated, in accordance with 
the provisions of Clause (15), upon either 


(a) the emoluments payable to him at the date of his original retirement, or 
(5) the emoluments payable to him at the date of his final retirement, 
whichever of the two is greater. 


(11) Where an officer has been permitted to surrender part of his retiring 
allowance under Clause (18) the amount of retiring allowance paid or 
_ payable up to the time of his death shall be deemed to be the amount 
that would have been paid or payable to the officer if he had not 
.. Surgendered part of his.retiring allowance. 2 . 
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(18) An officer who is eligible for a retiring allowance on attaining the age 
of sixty may be permitted to surrender part of his retiring allowance for the benefit 
of his wife, or a dependant as provided for Civil Servants under the Superannuation 
Act, 1935, subject to the rules made by the Treasury under that Act in force at the 
date of his retirement. 


““(19) Notwithstanding anything contained in these Regulations, if any officer 
in the Royal Fleet Auxiliary Service not being a ‘ workman’ for the purpose of 
the Workmen’s Compensation Acts, is injured in the actual discharge of his duty 
without his own default, and by some injury, specifically attributable to the nature 
of his duty, the Admiralty may grant to him, or if he dies to his widow, his mother 
if wholly dependent upon him at the time of his death, and to his children, or to 
any of them, such gratuity or annual allowance as, after consultation with the 
Lords Commissioners of H.M. Treasury, may appear reasonable, but not exceeding 
the amount of the gratuity or annual allowance awardable in similar circumstances 
to a Civil Servant under any Warrant framed under the Superannuation Acts, 
1887 to 1935, and for the time being in force. 


“‘(20) Without prejudice to any power hereinbefore specifically conferred, 
the Admiralty may at their discretion award allowances or gratuities at rates less 
than those provided in these Regulations, and may reduce, suspend, or withhold 
any allowance already awarded under these Regulations. 


“*(21) The term ‘ emoluments’ shall include pay and such allowances as the 
Admiralty may from time to time determine to be reckonable for the purpose of 
these Regulations. 


‘* (22) In the event of any question arising on the interpretation or adminis- 
tration of these Regulations, the decision of the Admiralty thereon shall be final.’’

EXPLANATORY NOTE 


(This Note 1s not part of the Order, but ts intended to indicate 
its general purport.) 


Under Subsection (1) of Section 2 of the Visiting Forces (British Commo7’- 
wealth) Act, 1933, Government Departments, Ministers and other persons 
may be authorised by Order in Council to perform for visiting forces from 
certain portions of the Commonwealth those functions which they perform 
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for the home forces (e.g., arrest and confinement in prisons). Subsection (2) 
provides for Orders in Council authorising a Secretary of State or the 
Admiraity, at the request of the officer commanding the visiting force, to 
detain members of that force in prisons or detention barracks and quarters. 

_ A party of officers and ratings of the South African Naval Forces is now 
visiting the United Kingdom in order to man vessels which are being acquired 
by the Union Government from the Royal Navy, and it is expected that 
further parties may visit this country in future for the same purpose. These 
forces remain subject to the Union Military Discipline Code, for the effective 
application of which the Union Government has requested that the provisions 
of the above-mentioned Sections may be applied.

EXPLANATORY NOTE 


(This Note ts not part of the Order, but is intended to indicate 
its general purport.) 


Under Subsection (1) of Section 2 of the Visiting Forces (British Common- 
wealth) Act, 1933, Government Departments, Ministers and other persons 
may be authorised by Order in Council to perform for visiting forces from 
certain portions of the Commonwealth those function which they perform 
for the home forces (e.g., arrest and confinement in prisons). Subsection (2) 
provides for. Orders in Council authorising a Secretary of State or the 
Admiralty, at the request of the officer commanding the visiting force, to 
detain members of that force in prisons or detention barracks and quarters. 

A party of officers and ratings of the South African Naval Forces is now 
visiting the United Kingdom in order to man vessels which are being acquired 
by the Union Government from the Roval Navy, and it is expected that 
further parties may visit this country in future for the same purpose. These 
forces remain subject to the Union Military Discipline Code, for the effective 
application of which the Union Government has requested that the provisions 
of the above-mentioned Sections may be applied.

AND WHEREAS subsection (4) of the said section 22 enacts that His | 


Majesty may, by Order in Council, provide for the registration of 
marriages solemnised under that section and for the application thereto, 
with such adaptations as may be necessary, of certain Acts relating to 
the registration of marriages, and that such Order (to such extent as 
may be specified therein) may extend to marriages solemnised under 
section 22 of the Foreign Marriage Act, 1892, as originally enacted;

Article 3. 


(1) A person solemnising any marriage under section 22 of the Foreign 
Marriage Act, 1892 “(as re-enacted by section 2 of the Act), such marriage 
not being required to be registered in accordance with regulations made 
under the Registration of Births, Deaths and Marriages (Army) Act, 
1879, as extended by the Air Force (Application of Enactments) (No. 2) 
Order, 1918, shall cause two certificates of the marriage in the form set 

out in the Second Schedule to this Order, or in a form to the like effect, 
to be completed and signed by himself, the parties to the marriage, and 
not less than two persons present thereat, and shall furnish one certificate 
so completed and signed, to the parties to the marriage and shall furnish 
the other certificate (through such authority as may be directed by the 
Admiralty, the War Office, or the Air Ministry as the case may be) to 
the Registrar-General of Births, Deaths and Marriages for England 
(hereinafter referred to as ‘‘ the Registrar-General ’), who shall subject 
to the provisions of paragraph (3) of this Article register the marriage 
in a register book. 


(2) Where any marriage has been solemnised under section 22 of the 
Foreign Marriage Act, 1892, as originally enacted, and no provision 
has been made by law for the registration of the marriage the Registrar- 
General may subject to the provisions of paragraph (3) of this Article 


receive for the purpose of registration by him any certificate of such - 


marriage which— 


(a) is in the form set out in the Second Schedule to this Order or in 
a form to the like effect, and 


(b) is signed by the person who solemnised the marriage and by the 
parties thereto, 


and may subject to the provisions of paragraph (3) of this Article register 
such marriage in a register book: 


(3) No certificate shall be received or bedistereg by the Registrar- 
General under paragraphs (1) or (2) of this Article unless it contains an 
attestation by or on behalf of the Admiralty, the War: Office or the 
Air Ministry, as the case may be, certifying that the signature of the 
person purporting to have solemnised the marriage is the signature of 
a person who was competent to solemnise it. 


(4) The, Registrar-General shall, when he has registered any marriage 
in accordance with the provisions of paragraph (1) or (2) of this Article, 
cause a certified copy of any entry relating to a party described therein 
as from Scotland or Northern Ireland to be sent to the Registrar-General 
for Scotland or the Registrar-General for Northern Ireland, as the case 
may require. 

(5) The Registrar-General for Scotland shall cause any certified copy 
of an entry sent to him under paragraph (4) of this Article to be filed 
and preserved in a book to be kept by him for the purpose; and the 
enactments relating to the registration of births, deaths and marriages in 
Scotland shall have effect as if the book so kept were a duplicate register 
transmitted to the said Registrar-General in accordance with those 
enactments. 
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(6) The Registrar-General for Northern Ireland shall cause any certi- 
fied copy sent to him under paragraph (4) of this Article to be filed 
and preserved in a book to be kept by him for the purpose; and the 
enactments relating to the registration of marriages applying to Northern 
Ireland shall have effect as if the certified copy so sent were a certified 
copy sent to the said Registrar-General in accordance with those 
enactments. 


(7) The Births and Deaths Registration Acts, 1836 to 1947, shall apply 
to every book referred to in paragraph (1) or (2) of this Article as they 
apply to certified copies of register entries of marriages. 


(8) If it is alleged that any error occurs in any register book referred to 
in paragraphs (1) or (2) of this Article, the Registrar-General may on 
production to him of satisfactory evidence of the truth of the case, correct 
the entry in accordance with such evidence in such manner as may 
appear to be appropriate. 


Article 4. 


The provisions set forth in the Third Schedule to this Order, being the 
law in force in New Zealand which makes provisions appearing to be 
similar to the provisions of section 22 of the Foreign Marriage Act, 1892, 
as originally enacted or as re-enacted by the Act, shall have effect as part 
of the law of the United Kingdom in relation to forces raised in that 
Dominion. 


Article 5. 


For the purposes of marriages celebrated under the Foreign Marriage 
Act, 1892, other than marriages celebrated under Section 22 thereof, the 
necessity of obtaining the consent of any person whose consent is required 
under section 4 of the said Act of 1892, may, in respect of a person 
who is residing in England, Scotland or Northern Ireland, and on whose 
behalf due notice of the marriage has been given in England, Scotland 
or Northern Ireland as the case may be, be dispensed with by the 
Registrar-General for the country in which the notice was given, if he is 
satisfied that the consent of such person cannot be obtained by reason 
of absence, or inaccessibility, or by reason of his being under any dis- 
ability. In all other cases the power to dispense with any consent shall 
be exercised by a Secretary of State. 


Article 6. 


(1) Where a marriage at which a British Consui, or person authorised 
to act as such, has not attended has been solemnised in any of the 
forcign countries specified in the Fourth Schedule to this Order in accord- 
ance with the law in force in such country, either party to the marriage, 
being a British subject belonging to the United Kingdom, may produce 
to the consular officer of His Majesty’s Government in the United King- 
dom for the district in which the marriage has been celebrated (or in 
the absence of such officer to the appropriate consular officer of any 
other Government who, by arrangement with His Majesty’s Government 
in the United Kingdom, has undertaken consular representation in that 
district on Behalf of His Majesty's Government in the United Kingdom), 
a certified copy of the entry in the marriage register duly authenticated 
by the appropriate authority in that country, and accompanied by a 
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translation into English, and may request him to authenticate the 
signature of the said authority and certify the translation; and the 
consular officer, on payment of the appropriate fee, shall authenticate the 
signature and, if he is satisfied that the translation is a true one, certify 
the translation ‘accordingly and transmit the said certificate and transla- 
tion to the Registrar-General. ) 


(2) The Registrar-General shall receive all marriage certificates which 
shall have been duly authenticated and transmitted to him with a certified 
translation into English in the manner prescribed in the preceding para- 
graph and shall, in the case of any certificate relating to a party shown 
to be from Scotland or Northern Ireland, send a certified copy of that 
certificate, together with a certified copy of the certified translation 
thereof, to the Registrar-General for Scotland or Northern Ireland as 
the case may require. 


(3) Any person shall ibe entitled to have from the appropriate Registrar- - 
General a certified copy of any document received by such Registrar- 
General as aforesaid, on payment of a fee of two shillings and sixpence 


per page: 
Provided that an additional fee shall be payable in respect of any 


necessary search for such document in the records of the appropriate 
Registrar-General, namely:— 


(a) One shilling where the application for such document is made in 
person, or 
(b) Two shillings and sixpence. where the application is not so made. 


(4) Any copy of any foreign marriage certificate issued -by the appro- 
priate Registrar-General under the provisions of paragraph (3) of this 
Article shall, without further proof, be received in evidence to the like 
extent as if it were a certificate duly issued by the authorities of the 
foreign country in which the marriage was celebrated. 


Article 7. 
(1) This Order may be cited as the Foreign Marriage Order in Council, 
1947- 


(2) The Interpretation Act, 1889, shall apply to this Order as it applies 
to an Act of Parliament. 


(3) This Order shall be laid before each House of Parliament. 


(4) This Order shall come into force on the first day of February 
nineteen hundred and forty-eight.

EXPLANATORY NOTE 


(This Note is not part of the Order, but is intended to indicate 
its general purport.) 


The Foreign Marriage Act, 1947, in addition to validating certain past 
marriages solemnised abroad by naval and air force chaplains, which might or 
might not be valid under section 22 of the Foreign Marriage Act, 1892, 
enacted provisions (1) relating to future marriages celebrated in foreign terri- 
tory by chaplains of the armed forces (other than Dominion forces) of His 
Majesty serving abroad and other authorised persons, and to the registration 
of marriages so solemnised, these provisions replacing for the future the said 
section 22; (2) for the recognition in the U.K. of corresponding proyisions in 
the law of the Dominions; (3) for dispensing in certain cases with consents 
required for consular marriages under the Foreign Marriage Act, 1892, when 
one of the parties is a minor; (4) and for the receipt for the purposes of record 
by the Registrars-General for England, Scotland and Northern Ireland of 
certificates of marriages celebrated in foreign countries in accordance with 
the local law (otherwise than in the presence of a British consul) and for the 
- issue by them of certified copies of such certificates. “These provisions of the 
Foreign Marriage Act, 1947, all require the making of an Order in Council 
to regulate matters of detail relating to conditions and to determine the scope 
of their application. Further, the date of the commencement of the operation 
of the Act is to be fixed by Order in Council. This Order in Council provides 
these detailed conditions and determines the scope of the application of the 
various provisions of the Act. ‘While the Third Schedule of the Order, referred 
to in Article 4, lists only one provision of the law of New Zealand as a pro- 
vision corresponding to section 22 of the Act of 1892 (marriages in foreign 
countries by Service chaplains), the original section 22 as enacted in 1892 (or 
earlier provisions which this section 22 itself replaced) may be part of the law of 
some other countries in the British Commonwealth, and, to the extent that 
this is so, the repeal of section 22 and its replacement by other provisions by 
the Foreign Marriage Act, 1947, will in no way affect the position of the 
earlier provisions as part of the law of those other Commonwealth countries. 
Further countries may be added to the Fourth Schedule of the Order (list of 
countries to which the provisions of Article 6 apply relating to the receipt of 
certificates of foreign marriages by the Registrar-General) by an amending 
Order in Council.
